With the advance influx of Christ- 
mas mail reaching the post office, 
Postmaster Stephen A. Boland said 
yesterday that more than 5,800,000,- 
000 pieces of mail were delivered 
by the U.S. Post Office department 
between Dec. 1 - 25 last year. 

Every Christmas card and gift 
that was mailed out-of-town passed 
through the hands of 17 different 
postal employees before reaching 
its destination. 

Postmaster Boland cited these 
figures to illustrate how complex 
the holiday season has become.
